JOLIET, Ill., June 14.—Realizing that 
his last hope of escaping the peniten- 
tlary was lost, Judge Abner Smith left 
‘this home in Chicago secretly early this 
morning and a few hours later walked 
into the office of the Warden of the 


Penitentiary here and gave himself up. 
Sher.ff Strassheim of Cook County, who 
had been preparing to take the forme: 
Circuit Court Judge to State’s Prison 
tomorrow, was informed of Smith’s ac- 
tion. 

Fearful of the publicity that wou!4d 
mark his journey as a Sheriff's pris- 
oner, Smith stole out the back door of 
his home, 15 Aldine Square, and made 
his way to the electric cars that placed 
him at the Penitentiary. 

Without the mittimus of the Supreme 
Court, Warden Murphy could not ad- 
mit the convicted bank wrecker, and 


~ he took up his station before the pris- 


on door, 
law. 

The last number issued by the Pen- 
itentiary clerk was 1317, and unless 
other prisoners are admitted ahead of 
him, Smith will be henceforth known 
as Convict No. 1318. 

Sheriff Sends Deputy. 

Sheriff Strassheim sent a deputy to 
Joliet over the train leaving at 1:45 p. 
m. to complete formalities that will en- 
able Smith to enter upon his convict 
life. 

Abner Smith, for years a respécted 
Judge of the Circuit Court, was convict- 
ed of violating the banking laws while 
he was president of the now defunct 
Bank of America. It was chareed that 
he had profited greatly, by sis > .nipula- 
tion of the funds of the bank. ; 

After his conviction in the criminal 
court, he fought the case through the 
Appellate and the Supreme courts, los- 
ing at each stage. He then appealed to 
the Pardon Board, and the Governor 
heard his defense in detail. 

The Pardon Board last week refused 
his request for a mitigation of punish- 
ment. His reprieve expires today, and 
the Sheriff, who has been specifically 
ordered by the*Supreme Court to exe- 
cute its mandate of imprisonment, was 
in readiness to take the former Judge to 
prison tomorrow. 

The sentence is indeterminate.

thousand dollars worth of milled amal- 
gam and high grade culled ore, were 
taken by three masked men who held 
up the workmen sleeping in the Nellie

to have beén men fanilliar with-the-eur- 
roundings. 

The robbers made no effort at stealth, 
and the noise of their entry awakened 
the miners. One of the robbers step- 
ped directly to a switch and turned on 
the electric lights.. The miners found 
themselves “covered” by six revolvers 
when the lights went on. 

Keep Men Covered. 

Keeping their weapons leveled at the 
men in the bunkhouse, the robbers took 
the loot, slid down a steep embankment, 
mounted their horses and dashed away, 
with a warning that anyone who at- 
tempted to pursue them would be killed. 

Joseph Kent, 
though unarmed, gave chase. He caught 
up with the robbers as they were divid- 
ing the amalgam and ore. They fired on 
him and he retreated. The robbers then 
remounted and continued their flight. 

Mounted men are now in pursuit of 
the robbers and Fred Zannetti, a former 
employe of the mine, is under arrest at 
Telluride, held on suspicion.

AGHINST FOSTER 


Baptist Conference Takes Up 
Question of Expelling Uni- 
versity Professor. 


(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS.) 

CHICAGO, June 14.—Behind closed 
doors the Baptist Ministers’ Conference 
today took up the question whether 
Prof. George Burman Foster of the 
University of Chicago should be ex- 
pelled from the conference and his or- 
dination papers cancelled because of 
unorthodoy statements in his recent 
writings. 

Dr. Johnston Meyers, who is opposed 
to Prof. Foster and severely criticises 
the volume of the professor, sought to 
have the meeting public, but the con- 
ference decided against him. 

The charges against Prof. Foster grew 
out of opinion advanced by him in 
his book, ‘““The Function of Religion,” 
declared by ministers of the Baptist 
conference to be absolutely opposed to 
the basic principles of the Baptist de- 
nomination. 

Foster’s Book Called Rank Heresy. 

The specific charges were made last 
week by the Rev. W. A. Matthews, who 
reviewed Prof. Foster’s book and pro- 
nounced it “rank heresy.” 

Since then the battle over the ortho- 
doxy of the professor has been the 
chief topic of discussion in church cir- 
cles. Many ministe have declared 
that he denied the divinity of Christ 
and by so doting forfeited all right to 
remain in the Baptist church. 

Yesterday Prof. Foster preached in @ 
Unitarian church, while those who op- 
pose him made his alleged fall from 
grace the theme of their sermons in 
Baptist pulpits. 

There being no governing body in the 
Baptist denomination, the supporters 
of Prof. Foster Or min- 
jisters’ conference has r to de- 
mand his expulsion from the church or 
the revocation of his ordination papers. 

Friends Assert Foster Will Stay. 

Dr. Melbourne P. Boynton of Lexing- 
ton Avenue Baptist Church and other 
members of the conference declared be- 
fore the door closed that in their opin-, 
ion the professor would net be expelled 
from the church, though he might be 
excluded from the conference. 

“We have no authority to expel Prof. 
Foster from the church,” Dr. Boynton. 
declared. ““We can e him from the 
conference, but I do not believe it will 
be done. If Prof. Foster is expelled, 
there are several other members who 
may come in for a housecleaning before 
we finish the meeting.”

WAS SUFFRAGIST 


He Reduced Duty on American 
Products and Authorized 
$50,000,000 Loan.

WASHINGTON, June 14.—President 
Penna of Brazil died at 7:30 a. m. to- 
day, according to a dispatch received 
at the State Department from the 


American Ambassador at Rio de Ja- 
neiro. 

The death of Dr. Alfonso. Moreira 
Penna evidently was sudden. Other 
than a dispatch received from Rio Ja- 
neiro last night, seyirg that he was 
gravely ill and that as a consequence 
the Ministers had been summoned to 
the palace, there has been no intimation 
that he was in ill-health. 

Blected by Suffrage Party. 

Dr. Penna was elected to office by 
the Universal Suffrage party in the 
federated states in 1906 and assumed 
office Nov. 15 of that year. His term 
would have expired in 1910. He was a 
native of the State of Minas Geraes 
and his success was the outcome of 
coalition of the principal States against 
Sao Paulo, which has supplied all past 
Presidents. 

Dr. Penna was one of Don Pedro's 
ministers who accepted and supported 
the Republic after its proclamation. He 
had been President of his State, and 
Governor of the Bank of the Republic. 
He was Vice-Presidert of the Republic 
and President of the Senate at the time 
of his election to the chief magistracy. 

The Vice-President of the Republic to- 
day is Nilo Pecanha. 

Reduced Duty on American Goods. 

Among the important acts of Presi- 
dent Penna’s administration was the au- 
thorization of the $50,000,000 naval loan, 
the reduction of the duty on American 


sugar and the signing of an arbitration 
treaty with Argentina. | 

Dr. Penna received the officers of the 
American battleship fleet on its*cruise 
around the world in January of 1908. 

It was announced in Rio Janeiro June 
10 that Marschal Hermes Fonseca was 
a candidate for the presidency in suc- 
cession to Dr. Penna. , 


MUSHROOM WEIGHS 3272 POUNDS 


PITTSBURG, Pa., June 14.—Dr. Allen 
J. Willets, a professor ‘at Carnegie 
Tech, discovered today near Millvale 
a mushroom. 21%x32 inches in dimen- 
sions, 9 inches thick and weighing 32% 
pounds. It is said to be the biggest 
ever found except one which weighed 
45 pounds. 

The mushroom appears to have grown 
within 48 hours. It grew so fast the 
blades of grass cut through it.

The fourth was that a definite plan 
for regulating Mrs. Gould's financial af- 
fairs should be arranged. 

Mrs. Gould disagreed radically with the 
statements of Sells, who is her own 
witness. 

“My understanding was that I must 
sign a paper, agreeing never to drink,” 
she said, “and that I must turn in all 
my bills, and that Mr. Gould would then 
decide which of them he would pay.” 

“Did you make any reply to thes? 
propositions?”’ 

‘I think I said I would talk it over 
later,’’ said Mrs. Gould. 

Justice Dowling sternly cautioned Mrs. 
Gould to refrain from volunteering her 
own observations. 

‘‘Madam,” sajd the justice, ‘‘You must 
answer my quéstions, ‘Yes’ or ‘No.’ ”’ 

But Mrs. Gould wouldn’t answer that 
way, having her own ideas about the 
way a cross-examination should be con- 
ducted.

I 
think it was Mr. Joseph Choate, who 
was then my lawyer, who told me he 
had to govern my conduct, and he may 
(have suggested writing it.’’ 

Mrs. Gould declined, however, to be 
pinned down to the flat statement that 
Mr. Choate had advised suck a letter. 

Mr. Nicoll handed up a letter of Mrs. 
Gould’s written Sept. 1, 1906, which read 
like this: 

* “ Hotel St. Regis, New York. 

“My Dear Howard: Since my Tecent 
letters to you, I have received notice 
from the bank that my account has 
been overdrawn some several thousands, 
You will kindly send check to cover the 
amount and also some money for my 
personal expenses. I am without a 
cent. Affectionately, KATHERINE.”’

Flag day is the anniversary of the 
adoption by the Continental Congress of 
the design for the American flag, which 
with the addition of a star for each new 
state admitted to the Union, has re- 
mained practically unchanged since the 
ordinance which Congress adopted June 
14, 1777. ; 

Various Emblems Used. 

Before the adoption of the design for 
a. flag, all sorts of emblems had been 
used by troops from the 13 states, but 
| after the stars and stripes were adopted, 
that became the universal national ban- 
ner. 

The American Plag Association was 
organized in 1898, two days after the 
destruction of the Maine in Havana 
Harbor. Its object is to preserve the 
flag from desecration, and to. obtain 
legislation making Flag day a lega) hol- 
iday in all the states, territories and the 
District of Columbia. The association 
also has obtained the .enactment of 
laws forbidaing the use of the flag for 
advertising purposes. 

The 18 stripes remain as fixed in the 
ordinance of the Continental Congress, 
but in the present flag there aré 46 
stars, and two more will be added if 
Arizona and New Mexico are admitted 
to the Union.

In 
June, 190, Charles F. Williamson re- 
signed as Mr. Hyde's secretary, and 
Paul Morton, then chairman of the 
Equitable’s board, of directors, instant- 
ly aecepted the resignation.

was cast with Edwin Booth, Lawrence 
Barrett. Fanny Davenport and other 
great actors in the goiden era of the 
American stage, is dead at the City 
Hospital from cerebral hemorrhage. 

Jack Ferriss, though only 56 ash old, 
had been practically down and out of 
his profession for two years. Illness 
had something to do with his lack of 
success. but the moving picture show, 
which has thrown-many a minor actor 
out of employment, probably was the 
chief factor in his retirement. 

Ferriss apparently appreciated this 
fact himself. Among his effects at the 
Madison Hotel, where he lived, were 
found the manuscripts of two moving 
picture dramas which he had written. 
Edison had declined one because it was 
entirely too long for film presentation. 
Lubin of Philadelphia rejected the oth- 
er.

Melodrama for Films. 

The play declined by Edison is en- 
titled ‘‘Brown’s Birthday Party.”’ Brown 
is 24, and all his friends save one make 
him gifts of books by the standard 
authors. One gives him a roll of money, 
which enables young Brown to develop 
an attack of delirium tremens, in which 
the authors of his gift books become re- 
incarnated and he fights with such illus- 
trious opponents as Shakespeare, Dante, 
Poe, Longfellow, and other famous 
writers. 

The:other play is called ‘““‘The Diamond 
Seekers.”” A rich man is ruined in a 
financial panic. A false friend, who 
had loved his wife before her marriage, 
gives him a check. The husband dis- 
covers the false friend kissing his wife. 
He throws away the check. The family 
goes to South Africa, the villain follow- 
ing. The wife, in escaping from the 
villain, leaps over a precipice. 

Ferriss explained how this could be 
represented in picture films by letting 
a woman down with ropes. Finalby the 
once-rich man retrives his fortune. He 
goes to New York and sells his dia- 
monds for $400,000, and the false friend 
becomes a tramp and vagabond, accord- 
ing to accepted melodramatic ideals. 

Ferriss also wrote many one-act 
sketches while living in St. Louis. He 
sold six of them for production on the 
Considine vaudeville circuit. More than 
a dozen others were found in his trunk. 
Russell Haldman, clerk at the Madison, 
says Ferriss was writing almost con- 
stantly in his room and in the hotel of- 
fice. He realized that his career as a 
character actor was over, but he felt 
confident of success in dramatic author- 
ship. ? 

For the past two years Ferriss has 
done ‘‘filling in’’ at the St. Louis the- 
aters and summer gardens. When an 
actor was ill or absent from other 
causes he would go on. His last regu- 
lar engagement was in ‘‘The Fires of 
St. John”’ at the Garrick two years ago. 

Ferriss has been married, but his 
wife, who is an actress, was divorced. 
His mother, Mrs. Mary Ferriss, lives 
at 945 Clinton street, Cincinnati. It is 
understood that the family in Cincio- 
nati is well-to-do and will attend to 
the burial of the actor.

TROOPS PURSUE

Example Will Be Made of Na- 
tive Constabulary That 
Fired on Garrison. 





ATTACK WAS SUDDEN 





One Officer and Several Plant- 
ers Wounded Before Na- 
tives Are Repulsed. 





MANILA, June 14.—Details of the 
mutiny of the company of native con- 
Stabulary stationed at Davao, on the 
Island of Mindanao, on the night of 
June 6, show that the attack on their 
officers was made unexpectedly by the 
mutineers. 

When the 
officer, Lieut. 


mutineers opened fire one 
Degoicouria was hit 
three times, but none of his wounds 
was serious, while Gov. Walker and 
the other officer of the company es- 
caped without a scratch. The mutl- 
neers then fled to the hills after taking 
30 rifles and 5000 rounds of ammuni- 
tion. 

Gov. Walker hastily summoned the 
neighboring planters as soon as the 
mutineers were out of sight and pro- 
ceeded te fortify a convent in prepara- 
tion for a long siege. On account of 
the firearms restrictions, most of the 
planters were only armed with § re- 
volvers, but when the natives made an 
attack on the convent on the afternoon 
of June 7 they fought with great spirit 
and drove off the mutineers. The mu- 
tineers made a desperate attack on the 
beleaguered garrison and a number 
were killed and wounded before they 
retired. 


Several Planters Wounded. 
Among the besieged the wounded in- 


cluded Collector Roddy and Messrs. 
Burchfield, Stephens, Reynolds and 
Hernandez, planters. All of their 
wounds were slight. 

Lieut. Degoicouria, 
Stabulary officer, is 
cleaned out the bad men of Davao, 
after the murder of Gov. Bolton in 
1907. Brigadier-General Harry H. Band- 
holtz, chief of the Philippine constabu- 
lary, who is at present on a tour of in- 
spection in the Island of Jolo, will at 
once proceed to Davao and will assume 
personal command of the constabulary 
forces sent in pursuit of the mutineers. 


Pursuit Will Be Vigorous, 
The Insular Government is deter- 


mined to make an example of the muti- 
nous Visayans, who fled to the moun- 
tain fastnesses in the interior with their 
rifles and equipments and the pursuit 
will be pressed with the utmost vigor 
until the last of the mutineers have 
been captured. Several columns of 
troops, both regular and constabulary, 
are already in the field. 

Acting-Governor-General Forbes, wyo 
returned today from the Province of 
Pampanga and s90n was in conference 
with Major-General William J. Duvall, 
commanding the Division of the Philip- 
pines, said: 

‘This affair, deplorabie as it seems 
to have been, has not chanzed my oepin- 
ion of the native constabul/ary nor my 
belief in the general excellency and loy- 
alty of the force. Judgment must be 
reserved until we rece‘ve further de- 
tails of the mutiny and the causes that 
brought it about.”

No Pelitical “ eanrenaee:

WASHINGTON, June 14.—Acting Gov- 


ernor-General Forbes of the Philippines 
Island sent to the Bureau of Insular 
Affairs at Washington the following 
dispatch regarding the mutiny of the 
Second Company, Davac Constabulary, 
June 6: . 

“acting Governor Hoyt reports that 
the Second Company, Davao Constabu- 
jary, mutinied June 6, wounding a na- 
tive officer and attacking the American 
community. One American was killed 
and four slightly wounded. The other 
Constabulary company came to the res- 
ue. 

“Thirty mutineers escaped into the 
mountains with guns. United States in- 
fantry is pursuing. I extremely regret 
the bad effect of this, particularly in 
the Department of Davao. It is the 
only serious mutiny in the history of 
the Constabularly except a small af- 
fair five years ago. It has no political 
significance, because there is no political 
question in the region. Gen. Bandholtz 
is now there. I will report as to the 
causes of the mutiny as soon as I am 
informed.” 

Acting-Gov. Hoyt is Col. Hoyt of the 
Twenty-fifth United States Infantry, now 
Governor of the Moro province, 


Residents of Island Uncivilized., 
The district of Davao in the Island of 


Mindanao, where the native constabu- 
lary of the Philippines mutinied, is the 
home of uncivilized hill men of the ig- 
lands. They murdered a former Gover- 
nor and have been & constant source of 
danger to the whites who have entered 
the province for commercial purposes. 

tdeut. Allen Walker of the Philippine 
Bcouts is the Governor of the prevince, 
and it is a part of his command that is 
reported to have revolted. 

The hil tribes are wild and speak 2¢ 
dialects, which adds to the difficulty of 
civtliizing them. Slavery still exists in 
the mountains above the coast towns, 
all priseners captured in the fights be- 
tween the tribes being held for menia) 
service. In his last report Gov. Walker 
says the hill tribes make human sacri- 
fices to “Mandarangan,” the devil in 
that part of the country, by burning 
children at the stake. 

‘The method adopted in trying to ciyij- 
ize them is to induce them to go to the 
lowlands and work on plantations. 
Ground is given to each man and he is 
encouraged to raise seme sort of a crop 
of his own. These men, becoming satis- 
fied, return for visits to their tribes ang 

gradually induce others to join them.

REACHING THE SMALL STOCKHOLDER. _ 
President Taft, report has it, inclines strongly 
toward a tax on the net profits of’ corporations. 
This is a diversion in favor of the opposition of 
the Aldrich followers to an income tax—a com- 
promise revenue-producing measure designed to 
bring reactionaries and insurgents together in 
effective if unamicable agreement. 

Insurgent Republican and Democratic senators 
favor an income tax because they do not believe 
Aldrich’s prediction that his tariff will produce 
enough revenue to meet expenditures. But Mr. 
Taft is moved by no such fearsome considera- 
tion as the reports are written. 

The President’s inclination is reputed to be 
based on a desire to bring corporation affairs un- 
der control and inspection. By imposing a tax on 
their net earnings the necessity of ascertaining 
what the net earnings are will be created, and 
so the possibility of the concealment will vanish 
and with it will vanish a long train of abuses. 

The place of such a scheme in a measure “to 
provide revenue for the Government and to en- 
courage the industries of the United States” is 
not exactly clear, but, as a revenue measure alone, 
we have no doubt the corporation tax has the 
merit of indirection, and so appeals to the Re- 
publicans. An income tax would be a burden <o 
those who have large incomes. A tax on corpora- 
tion earnings would be paid by the small, as 


| well as the greai stockholders. Somehow or other

Fearing a plague, the city of San Francisco has 

waged a successful war of extermination against 
rats. Following this the Department of Agricul- 
ture issues a report which contains much useful 
information on the subject and makes recom- 
mendations of methods to get rid of the vicious 
nuisance. 
Traps and poisons are good, but the “experts 
think the most promising lines of extermination 
effort lie in ratproof construction of buildings, 
especially the use of concrete in foundations, and 
in reducing the food supply of rats by the dis- 
posal of garbage and the protection of food sup- 
plies.”’ 

In other words, create conditions in which rats 
cannot live. This is modern sanity, the method 
of modern science. We cannot expect the human 
race to improve or outgrow its vices if kept in 
conditions which encourage the growth of vices 
and discourage the growth of virtues. It is the 
conscious scientific application of the Darwinian 
doctrine of natural selection. Ang it works both 
ways. If conditions favor rats, rats there will 
be. But if the conditions do not favor the spe- 
cies it will migrate or die out. 

This method is revolutionary. It abandons the 
old tactics in which frontal attacks were made 
on evils. By skillful flanking movements we get 
in the rear of the enemy, cut his communication 
and deprive him of his supplies. 

This applies generally in war agairst evil. 
Rats of all sorts—plain rodents, black rats, gray 
rats, fat rats, lean rats, Egan’s rats; all the other 
vermin which lurk in the social soul and come 
out in the shape of plagues of rats and plagues 
of locusts, vice, crime and other manifestations 
of tigers, lizards and vermin in the character— 
all these are to be attacked in the rear by de- 
stroying the conditions which produce them. 

It is common sense, it is good science, and, 
best of all, it is effective.

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Charles Ingram, a member of the Wisconsin 
Legislature, has devoted much time and oratory 
to fighting legislation he did not like.

Having obtained the support of Mrs. O. H. P.

Before a “cause” or a “movement” can make 
much progress it must answer one of two ques- 
tions: “Does it pay?” or “Is it fashionable?” If 
it can answer both, so much the better. 

In the early stages no progressive movement is 
either fashionable or profitable, which is to say 
that it is not respectable. “Cranks” flourish 
among its workers, idealists who see moons in 
the dark of the moon, faddists who flit about 
from ladies’ club to ladies’ club, and persons, 
earnest, sane, of unselfish purpose, who live, not 
for the day, but for all time—all these make up 
the army of recruits who initiate the forward 
march and carry the cause along during the trou- 
bled beginnings. Among them are heroes and 
heroines, lunatics, harleqrins and martyrs. These 
people educate, they open the eyes of the blind 
and make the deaf hear. This is their peculiar 
work. But victory is not for them. 

When a man of affairs in public life, or a wom- 

an of fashion “takes i. up,” then we may look 
for results. Mrs. Belmont’s accession means that 
suffragettism is not a fad or a loud noise, but a 
very respectable something which tke best péo- 
ple need not be ashamed to espouse, and when 
some man who does not wear his hair a little 
too long and his trousers a little too short, that 
ig to say a man who is sane and safe—when such 
& man goes into it we may expect a speedy con- 
clusion of the long and ardent crusade in behalf 
of crushed and downtrodden womankind. It is 
practical; it is fashionable; it has the two ele- 
ments which make for unbounded success. 
. We can confess now, all of us, without embar- 
rassment, that we are suffragettes—male and fe- 
male. The movement is altogether right, we may 
even say it is all right, for Mrs. O. H. P. Belmont 
is one.of us. |

NEW YORK, June 14.—What kind of 
handicapping is it that makes Resti- 
gouche seven pounds worse off in the 
Suburban than he was in the Brooklyn 
Handicap, considering how easily he 
was beaten by King James?y All horse- 
men with any knowledge of weight ad- 
justments have been asking that ques- 
tion ever since the announcement of 
the Suburban weights. 

In the Brooklyn Handicap King James 
carried 123, Celt 127 and Restigouche 11M. 
At 12 pounds difference King James
